North And East River Grousing*. 


Four projects are on hand for cross- 


ing the East and North Rivers. These 
are, the Brooklyn bridge, 1,630 feet; 
the Blackwell'a Islnud bridge, two 
spans. 1,270 laet; and tho HuJsoa riv- 
er tunnel, 10,000 feet long 
The cost 


of the Brooklyn bridge will be over 
$13,000,000, and the Hudson River 
tunnel about $15,000.000, according to 
the estimate. The company has 810, 
000,000 capital. The suspension bridge 
over the Hudson will have of entire 
length, 2,230 feet; distance between 
centers of towers, 1,G80 feet.clear sp»n, 
1,630 feat; clear height above water, 
165 feet, railway Rrade abova water, 
19U foot,, height of towers above water, 
340 feet. The towers »re to be wrought 
iron, with granite foundation piers; the 
cables and backstajs of the best steel, 
in links and pins, not wires. The rest 
oi the work is to be wrought of the 
beat quality. The anchorage and fonn- 
datiousa.c in solid rook. 
The bridge 


dues not encroach upon the water way 
of the river at all, and can never for a 
moment interfere with 
navagation, 


either during its construction or after- 
w&rd. The site is at Anthony's Nose, 
tour miles above Peekskxll, which is 
the best crossing between New York 
and Albany. 


A Valuable Deodorizer. 


The London Lancet directs atten'ion 


to the chloride of lead as a deodorizer. 


i The manner of its u«e is to ti,solve 


half a drachm of the nitrate in a pint of 
boiling water, and pour this dissolution 
into a bucket of water in which two 
drachms of sodie chloride (common 
salt) have been dissolved; After chem- 
ical action has taken place, the clear 
superuatent liquid is an odorless sat- 
urated solution of chloride ot'lead. 
If 


this solution be thrown into a sink or 
vault from time to time, the disagree- 
able odors will soon be destroyed. • A 
ship's bilge was completely disinfected 
in this way by simply dissolving half 
ai ounce of nirate of lead in boiling 
water, and pouring it into the bilge- 
water, which itself supplied the neces- 
sary sodic chloride. 
Cloths wet with 


this solution, and hung in fever and 
tueident wards of hospitals, are said to 
keep the atmosphere s weet and healthy.
